The 1817-DME (Lima) appears genuine; I see no reason to suspect it. I would 
attach no particular significance to the partial doubling on the reverse, 
because minting methods were rather crude during that time. 

The following are the exact words of Russ Rulau, editor of World Coins: 
n The quarter-cut (or maybe l/5-cut) of an 181+3 South American silver coin 
(possibly a half-unit) also appears to be genuine. If genulne --and if 
provably provenanced to a distinct board location (without fairy tales )-- 
this could be the most important piece discovered in many years. The 
burden of proof is entirely upon the finder if he's interested. 

I'd suggest that Eric Newman be approached on this, mentioning my 
name. We've been in correspondence on this same subject about three years. 
However — no values should be asked. They're incidental at best.” 

We are holding your coins for pictures and will return them to you as soon 
as we have satisfactory pictures back from our photolab.

I have carefully studied the cut piece of money which 
you sent me. It is clearly a cut segment of an 1843 Mexican 
piece of 8 reales. Part of the legend on each side is readily 
readable. This cutting of larger pieces into bits was done not 
only to make change but to steal small slivers of silver in doing 
so. Your piece has approximately 10% of the silver removed by the 
cut being less than 90 degrees. The corrosion is substantial but 
normal. 


The condition of the piece is such that its value is 
questionable. It would entirely depend upon the person who liked 
the item. It is very difficult to sell under these circumstances. 

We certainly hope we have been helpful and are returning 
the piece herewith.
